Judges KO medal hopes 


London. Olympics end 
on controversial note for 
local fighter Clayton 


North Preston’s Custio Clayton 
felt he deserved better, but took 
the high road after a controver¬ 
sial decision cost him an Olym¬ 
pic medal. 

Needing a win to guarantee 
himself a spot on the podium, 
the 24-year-old boxer lost on 
countback to Freddie Evans 
of Great Britain in the 69-kilo- 
gram welterweight quarter¬ 
finals in London on Tuesday. 

Judges scored the fight a 14- 
14 tie after three three-minute 
rounds, but the tie-breaking 
countback — which counts 
punches thrown — gave the 
decision to Evans, who won the 
first round 7-2 but lost the final 
two 6-3 and 6-4. 

The decision not only ignit¬ 
ed debate on the live Sports- 
net broadcast and on Twitter 
among media personalities and 
fans, but it also prompted Box¬ 
ing Canada to launch an appeal 
that was rejected late Tuesday. 

“I felt great. I thought I won 
the fight and a lot of people 
saw that I won,” Clayton said, 
minutes after stepping out of 
the ring. 

“I dug down and fought the 
fight I knew I could fight, and 
I’m just happy I had eveiyone 
behind me, all of Nova Scotia 
and Canada. I thought the de-

cision was mine, but there’s 
nothing I can do about it.” 

A win would have guar¬ 
anteed Clayton a medal since 
semifinal losers are each award¬ 
ed bronze. 

Evans, 21, started out strong 
with boisterous crowd support. 
But Clayton, a six-time Can¬ 
adian champion, had the clear 
advantage the rest of the way. 

Boxing Canada’s appeal 
centred around its belief that 
Evans should have been given a 
penalty for a third caution and 
Clayton awarded two points. 

“We are very disappointed 
in this decision. Custio clearly 
won the fight in our opinion 
and this is not a good day for 
Olympic boxing,” said Boxing 
Canada high-performance dir¬ 
ector Daniel Trepanier. 

Clayton conceded that 
countback decisions such as 
Tuesday’s are part of the game. 

“But I fought a great fight, 
and that’s the main thing,” he

The atmosphere inside the 
Rodeo Lounge in Dartmouth 
was electric in the final seconds 
of Custio Clayton’s quarter-final 
bout on Tuesday.

“Custio fought his heart out. 
He’s a winner,” Gaiy Johnson, 
Clayton’s coach at City of Lakes 
Boxing, said after the decision 
was announced. 

Wearing a T-shirt of her 
smiling son, Elizabeth Clayton, 
Custio’s mother, was so nerv¬ 
ous she couldn’t even watch 
the fight. But she said, win or 
lose, the community couldn’t 
be more proud of her son. 

“I’m still happy, still over¬ 
whelmed,” she said. “He didn’t 
make it, but that’s OK. Canada 
is still rooting and cheering for 
him and we all love him.” 

Johnson said his boxer 
fought a “hell of a fight,” but 
was worried if he didn’t knock 
out Evans the judges would be 
hard pressed to give a decision 
against the British fighter. 

“He really dominated the 
guy and you saw what hap¬ 


pened. He was robbed,” John¬ 
son said. 

Johnson wished he could 
have been in London with Clay¬ 
ton and wanted the Canadian 
Olympic Association to protest 


the fight’s result, which it did, 
but lost. 

However, through it all, 
many at the Rodeo Lounge 
looked at the big picture and 
talked about how great the 


24-year-old is for making it to 
the Olympics. 

“I couldn’t ask for more 
from him,” Johnson said. “This 
is more than we could have 
hoped to achieve.” 


Acadian Coach Lines gets set for final ride 



The largest intercity bus service 
in the Maritimes will close later 
this year, the parent company 
of Acadian Coach Lines an¬ 
nounced Tuesday, leaving pas¬ 
sengers without access to their 
own transportation stranded. 

Groupe Orleans Express said 
it would shut down the service 
by Nov. 30, citing its struggles 
with mounting losses. 

“It is well-known that Acad¬ 
ian has been struggling finan¬ 
cially for quite some time,” 
Groupe Orleans Express CEO 
Denis Andlauer said in a state¬ 
ment late Tuesday.

Acadian Coach Lines runs 


buses in New Brunswick, Prince 
Edward Island and Nova Scotia. 
It has exclusivity on its routes, 
which allows profitable routes 
to compensate for those that 
don’t make money. But And¬ 
lauer said the costs of operating 
the unprofitable routes proved 
too great. 

Glen Carr, a union spokes¬ 
man representing workers who 
run the New Brunswick and 
Prince Edward Island routes, 
said the way the company han¬ 
dled notifying employees of the 
closure was “disgusting.”

Shortly before his sentence 
was handed down, Ashiqur 
Rahman maintained his in¬ 
nocence in the death of his 
seven-week-old daughter. 

“I have been and will al¬ 
ways be sorry for failing to 
save my daughter,” he told 
the court. 

Rahman was found guilty 
of manslaughter and aggra¬ 
vated assault in June for slap¬ 
ping, shaking and tossing the 
baby. 

On Tuesday, at the Nova 
Scotia Supreme Court in Hali¬ 
fax, Judge Felix Cacchione 
sentenced Rahman to six 
years and six months for the 
death of Aurora Breakthrough 
in July 2009. He was given 
double credit for the time he 
spent in pretrial custody, the 
equivalent of two years and 
three months. 

The Crown was looking 
for at least 10 years, arguing 
that at least five separate inci¬ 
dents of assault showed a pat¬ 
tern of aggression, but Cac¬ 
chione said he believed each 
outburst was a spontaneous 
loss of control. 

Cacchione said Rahman,

who was 23 at the time of 
his daughter’s death, was im¬ 
mature, selfish and driven 
by a desire to become a suc¬ 
cessful businessman. This, he 
said, impaired Rahman’s abil¬ 
ity to be compassionate and 
caring toward others. 

“He’s an intelligent and 
capable young man and will 
be punished for what he did,” 
Cacchione said. 

At trial, Rahman said an 
undiagnosed birth defect 
caused his daughter’s death, 
but Crown attorney Denise 
Smith told reporters outside 
the courtroom that the baby’s 
body told the stoiy. 

“The nature of the injur¬ 
ies spoke for themselves,” 
she said. The baby suffered 
internal injuries including 27 
rib fractures, extensive brain 
damage and trauma on every 
long bone in her body. 

“Balancing that is all 
her injuries were internal 
and were not visible to Mr. 
Raman or Ms. (Jane) Gomes, 
her mother, or medical pro¬ 
fessionals who cared for her 
prior to her death.” 

Cacchione noted this in 
his evaluation of Rahman’s 
culpability.

Jane Gomes, the child’s 
mother, testified against

She was not in court

“I have dreams about 
(Aurora) very often, mostly 
happy and a few frighten¬ 
ing ones,” Smith said. 

“Then I wake up to the 
reality. She is dead.... There 


is nothing to be hopeful 
for. 

“Words cannot express 
how it feels when I think 
of my grave mistake of 
trusting Ashiqur with 
Aurora and the pain she 
endured in that little life 
because of that mistake.”

The threats reportedly 
include messages sent on 
Twitter. 

“I can only confirm that 
there is an ongoing investi¬ 
gation about that, but we’re 
not answering questions 
or granting interviews at 


this time,” Richard French, 
spokesman for the Los An¬ 
geles Police Department, 
told Metro by phone on 
Tuesday. 

“Apparently, investiga¬ 
tors may believe answering 
questions could comprom¬ 
ise their investigation in 
some way,” he said. “I don’t 
know what their specific 
reasons are.” 

The Los Angeles Times 
and the celebrity blog site 


TMZ.com obtained a search- 
warrant affidavit that 
quotes one tweet as stating: 
“I’m going to murder Ellen 
Page. She’s dead.” 

Media reports say the 
threats include a phone 
call to organizers of the 
L.A. Film Festival, which 
screened Page’s most recent 
movie, To Rome with Love, 
in June.

A review into the Metro Cen¬ 
tre’s operations could lead to 
legal action to recover lost 
ticket-sale revenue, according 
to the municipality’s chief fi¬ 
nancial officer. 

Halifax regional council 
approved a $50,000 review 
into the operations of the Met¬ 
ro Centre — which is owned 
by the municipality, but oper¬ 
ated by provincial Crown cor¬ 
poration Trade Centre Ltd. — 
late Tuesday evening. 

TCL made hundreds of 
thousands of dollars after tak¬ 
ing over box-office operations 
of the HRM-owned asset.

Council votes to cut 
late-night ferry rides 


Weekends spared.

Halifax regional council made 
an $11,000 compromise on 
Metro Transit’s decision to axe 
late-night and weekend ferry 
services. 

After a lengthy debate, coun¬ 
cillors voted to maintain late- 
night feny service on Friday 
and Saturday nights. Weekday 


service, however, will be scaled 
back as per Metro Transit’s sug¬ 
gestion — with the last ferry 
leaving Halifax for Alderney 
Landing at 10:15 p.m. Monday 
through Thursday. 

Maintaining the late-night 
weekend trips will cost Metro 
Transit $11,000 this year, and 
$19,000 on an annual basis. The 
service reduction, which also 
reduces midday trips and two 
morning trips from Woodside, 
will come into effect on Aug. 27. 

Earlier in the afternoon, 
council voted down a motion 
to do away with late-night trips 
altogether — as part of the ser¬ 
vice standards council actually 
already approved in March.

Some councillors — most 
representing downtown Dart¬ 
mouth and Halifax districts — 
felt that the service should not 
be cut at all. 

“It does not make, to me, fis¬ 
cal sense from an HRM perspec¬ 
tive when we’re trying to invest 
...in transit,” said South End 
Coun. Sue Uteck. 


“(In) ridership trends, the 
only thing that went up is the 
ferry service, and here we’re go¬ 
ing to cut the feny service.” 

Currently, ridership aver¬ 
ages under 100 people an hour 
after 10:30 p.m. To make the 
trips viable, according to Metro 
Transit director Eddie Robar, it 
would require just under 300 
riders an hour. 

“The odds of (ridership) in¬ 
creasing over the next couple 
of months to (that) threshold by 
the time budget comes around 
... probably wouldn’t happen,” 
said Robar, adding he wouldn’t 
rule out the possibility of restor¬ 
ing or even expanding the ser¬ 
vice if the demand was there.

Terror from the sky? 

Suspects allegedly 
took lessons, planned 
to launch aerial attacks 


The history of terror plots is 
filled with unusual schemes, 
from an underwear bomber to 
model planes filled with explo¬ 
sives — showing how would-be 
attackers are constantly hatch¬ 
ing ideas to catch authorities 
by surprise. Now questions are 
being raised about whether 
two Russians held on terror¬ 
ism charges in Spain were 
planning to launch airborne 
attacks while paragliding. 

The two Russians took 
paragliding lessons this year in 
a southern Spanish region re¬ 
nowned for the sport, author¬ 
ities said over the weekend. A 
Turkish engineer, who is also 
under arrest, paid for the les¬ 
sons. Spain’s Interior Ministry 
declined comment on whether 
investigators believe Eldar 
Magomedov and Mohamed 
Anlcari Adamov were using the 
paragliding lessons to train for 
an attack. But analysts said the 
allegation in court paperwork 
that they took the lessons is

Air Canada saw a greater per¬ 
centage of empty seats on its 
flights last month compared 
with a year ago as traffic on 
Canada’s largest airline slipped 
more than it cut capacity. 

The Montreal-based com¬ 
pany reported Tuesday that its 
system load factor for July was 
85.9 per cent, down from 86.4 
per cent a year ago.

rival Westjet Airlines posted a 
record load factor in July, with 
improvements in all key per¬ 
formance measures compared 
with July 2011. 

Air Canada’s lower load fac¬ 
tor came as traffic fell 1.1 per 
cent and capacity was cut 0.5 
per cent compared with a year 
ago. 

Still, the result was “close 
to last year’s record load fac¬ 
tor for the same month and 
underscores our continued 
disciplined approach to man¬ 
aging capacity,” Air Canada 
president and chief executive 
Calin Rovinescu said. 

Air Canada said the load 
factor on its U.S. and trans¬ 
atlantic flights dropped to 80.1 
per cent and 87.5 per cent re¬ 
spectively, down from 81.2 per 
cent and 89.5 per cent. 

Domestic flights improved 
their load factor to 84 per cent, 
up from 83.1 per cent a year 
ago, while flights across the 
Pacific improved to 91.5 per 
cent from 91.2 per cent. 

Cameron Doerksen of Na¬ 
tional Bank Financial said Air 
Canada is on pace to exceed 


his forecast for the third quar¬ 
ter with August typically hav¬ 
ing the highest load factor of 
the year. 

Air Canada will report its 
third-quarter results Wednes¬ 
day. The airline is expected 
to lose one cent per share on 
$3 billion of revenues, com¬ 
pared with a loss of 20 cents 
per share on $2.9 billion of 
revenue a year ago, according 


to analysts polled by Thomson 
Reuters. 

Regional carrier Porter Air¬ 
lines reported a July load factor 
of 70.1 per cent, up from 66.8 
per cent a year ago. 

Capacity at the airline, 
based on Toronto’s waterfront, 
increased 12.9 per cent for the 
month, while traffic increased 
18.3 per cent.

Health care. Pfizer pays 
$60M in bribery settlement 


Pfizer has agreed to pay the fed¬ 
eral government $60 million 
US to settle allegations that its 
employees bribed doctors and 
other foreign officials in Eur¬ 
ope and Asia to win business 
and boost sales. 

The Securities and Exchange 
Commission said Tuesday 
that Pfizer’s overseas subsidi¬ 
aries made illegal payments to 
health-care workers in China, 
Italy, Russia, Croatia and other 
Eastern European countries. 

As early as 2001, Pfizer sales 
representatives tried to conceal 
the bribes by recording them 
as legitimate business expens¬ 
es for travel, entertainment 
and marketing purposes, the 
agency said. 

“Pfizer subsidiaries in sev¬ 
eral countries had bribery so 
entwined in their sales culture 
that they offered points and 
bonus programs to improperly 
reward foreign officials who 
proved to be their best custom¬ 
ers,” said Kara Brockmeyer,

Writer Robert Ludlum died 
a year before Jason Bourne, 
his most famous character, 
was brought to life on the big 
screen by Matt Damon. 

He didn’t get to enjoy 
Damon’s take on the action 
hero, but he did see another 
version of The Bourne Iden¬ 
tity and the famous superspy. 


The writer reportedly 
enjoyed the 1988 300-minute, 
two-part made-for-television 
movie of The Bourne Iden¬ 
tity starring mini-series king 
Richard Chamberlain in 
the role Damon later made 
famous. 

Despite a cheeseball love 
scene between Chamberlain 
and co-star Jaclyn Smith the 
TV special (now available on 
DVD) was a faithful adapta¬ 
tion of the first Bourne novel 
and even earned its lead actor 
a Golden Globe nomination. 

These days Ludlum would 
be hard pressed to recognize 
his character, however. 

He wrote the first three 
Bourne books but after his 
death the series was kept 
alive by writer Eric Van Lust- 
bader, who has made slight, 
but noticeable changes to the 
character over the course of 
seven subsequent novels.

Moviegoers may also find 
themselves a tad confused 
this weekend when Jeremy 
Renner takes over the lead 
from Damon in The Bourne 
Legacy. Renner, who beat 
out Jake Gyllenhaal, Michael 
Fassbender, Taylor Kitsch and 
Josh Hartnett for the gig, isn’t 
playing Jason Bourne, but 
a reasonable facsimile — a 
trained assassin brainwashed 
into taking part in covert gov¬ 
ernment activities. 

In Hollywood they call 
that expanding “the fran¬ 


chise mythology.” 

In other words, Damon 
didn’t want to return to the 
franchise but the studio 
still wanted another Bourne 
movie. 

Ludlum’s books — he 
wrote 23 thrillers with sales 
estimated between 290 to 500 
million — have also provided 
the basis for several movies 
without the name Bourne in 
the title. 

The Osterman Weekend 
is a confusing movie about a 
television journalist who be¬ 
comes convinced his friends 
are a threat to national se¬ 
curity. Ludlum apparently 
offered to rewrite the per¬ 
plexing script at no charge, 
but was rejected by the mov¬ 
ie’s producers. 

The result is an entertain¬ 
ing mess the New York Times 
said, “has a kind of hallucina¬ 
tory craziness to it.”

Celebrating the unconventional

Computer wizardry takes a 
back seat in the upcoming 
children’s flick, ParaNorman. 

Instead of dazzling com¬ 
puter-generated images, if 
you look really closely, you 
might notice that the glob¬ 
ules of spit flying from one 
of the movie’s many zom¬ 
bies are actually little balls 
of dried glue mounted on a 
wire. 


And you surely won’t be 
able to detect that Norman’s 
chubby friend’s belly is lifted 
up and down with an Allen 
key to make it appear to jig¬ 
gle as he runs, through stop- 
motion technology. 

Yes, the makers of this 


high-budget film are making 
use of the same tool as Ilcea 
shoppers worldwide. 

“We work in unorthodox 
ways,” says producer Arianne 
Sutner. 

The Portland-based Lailca 
studio also made the 2009 


children’s film Coraline, 
which was nominated for an 
Academy Award in the ani¬ 
mated feature category. 

“We’re working very 
hands-on, with over 300 art¬ 
ists working with very trad¬ 
itional tools — paint, and 
glue and hammers,” she ex¬ 
plains. 

It’s not that computers 
are absent. But they are used 
in service of the more tactile 
side of the production. The 
thousands of facial expres¬ 
sions that Norman and his 
fellow characters display are 
designed digitally. Instead of 
being rendered out for the 
film, though, they’re printed 
using 3-D printers and at¬ 
tached to the puppets with 
magnets. 

“The process of printing 
has an imperfection to it. 
And once real light hits that, 


it becomes something else 
entirely,” says writer and co¬ 
director Chris Butler. 

“You still can’t beat just 
natural photography,” Sam 
Fell, the movie’s other co-dir¬ 
ector, agrees. 

Norman has approxi¬ 
mately 32,000 faces that fit 
onto his 28 bodies. Animators 
then meticulously position 
the puppets on sets to take a 
picture of every single frame 
in the movie — 24 for every 
second of film. It’s not un¬ 
usual for them to spend an 
entire day shooting less than 
a second’s worth of footage. 

The movie’s about a boy 
who’s different. He sees zom¬ 
bies and ghosts, and he’s the 
target of schoolyard bullies as 
a result. It’s a comedy and a 
horror-film satire, and cele¬ 
brates the unconventional. 

It opens Aug. 17.

Jenna Lee didn’t get as high as 
she wanted, and it wasn’t for 
lack of trying. 

In fact, the 23-year-old Brick 
Township, N.J., woman was per¬ 
fectly sober as she tried to soar 
over the surface of Bamegat 
Bay She was using a JetLev, a 
mechanical contraption seem¬ 
ingly right out of The Jetsons 
that lets users hover above 
and fly over the surface of the 
water. It’s become one of this 
summer’s must-do attractions 
at the Jersey shore for anyone 
with $75. 

“It was awesome!” she ex¬ 
claimed after her flight site 
over the bay near the Route 37 
bridge in Ocean County. 

The contraption gained 
some notoriety a few weeks 
ago when Jenny “JWoww” Far¬ 
ley of MTV’s Jersey Shore tried 
one out. 

Started in 2004 by Raymond 
Ii, a Canadian, the JetLev went 
through years of testing and re¬ 
vision and hit the market a few 
months ago. Anthony Manasia, 
an employee of Jersey Shore 
Watercraft Rentals, which 
owns two of the devices, said 
they cost $100,000 apiece. 

JetLev, based in Dania Beach, 
Fla., says it has about 100 units

in use at 20 centres around the 
countiy. 

The Berkeley, N.J., rental 
facility charges $130 for a half- 
hour flight, or $75 for 15 min¬ 
utes. The device resembles a 
backpack with handles and 
two powerful jet nozzles, con¬ 
nected by a long black hose 
to a 10-foot boat that trails be¬ 
hind the user in the water and 
forces water through the hose 
and out the nozzles, creating 
the lift that propels the wearer 
into the air.

In this rendition, chimi- 
churri sauce is used. 

1. In a food processor, combine 
parsley, coriander, mint, garlic, 
cumin, salt and cayenne; pulse 
until garlic is minced.

Place on 
greased grill over medium- 
high heat; close cover and grill 
for 4 to 6 minutes per side for 
medium-rare. 

3. Meanwhile, if not using 
vine tomatoes, thread cherry 
tomatoes on small skewers (if 
using wooden skewers, soak for 
about 20 minutes first). Place 
tomatoes on grill and cook for 
last few minutes of grilling, just 
until warmed through. Serve 
with steak.

Milos Raonic is the last Can¬ 
adian left in the Rogers Cup 
men’s tournament in Toronto. 

Raonic disposed of Viktor 
Troicki of Serbia 6-3, 6-4 on 
Tuesday, while fellow country¬ 
men Frank Dancevic and Vas- 
elc Pospisil lost their matches. 

Raonic said he felt no un¬ 
usual pressure playing before 
his hometown crowd. 

“Obviously it’s a little bit 
different when you got on the 
court, but before the match I 


really didn’t change anything 
the way I would normally,” he 
said. 

The 21-year-old from near¬ 
by Thornhill, Ont., appeared 
completely at ease as he re¬ 
corded the first Rogers Cup 
victory in his short, rapidly 
rising career. 

His next opponent could 
be Olympic champion Andy 
Murray who plays in the tour¬ 
nament Wednesday. 


“I played him earlier this 
year,” Raonic said. “I know if 
I play well, I’ll have my oppor¬ 
tunities.” 

Earlier in the day, Juan 
Monaco of Argentina defeated 
Pospisil of Vancouver 7-5, 6-4 
and Mikhail Kukushkin of 
Kazakhstan defeated Dancevic 
of Niagara Falls, Ont., 6-3, 7-5. 

Raonic’s serve is his biggest 
weapon and he hammered 
seven aces in the match that 


took one hour eight minutes 
to play. 

He would like to continue 
to improve other aspects of 
his game so, as his career 
evolves, he will be known for 
more than a big serve. 

“I hope so,” he said. “That’s 
definitely the plan. That’s 
what I am going to need to do 
if I am going to achieve the 
things I want to achieve. 

“But no matter what, 
my serve is going to be my 
best part and probably the 
first thing that comes out of 
people’s mouths when they 
sort of come to describe me. 
Maybe at one point people 
will get sick of talking about 
it and I’ll be doing something 
else well.” the Canadian press

High jump. Three-time 
NCAA champion wins 
Canada’s first medal in 
high jump since 1976 


A year ago at this time, Derek 
Drouin was barely walking, let 
alone leaping. 

The 22-year-old from Cor¬ 
unna, Ont., had suffered a lis- 
ffanc fracture, a gruesome foot 
injury that has ended the ca¬ 
reers of countless athletes, and 
one that his doctor warned may 
keep him off Canada’s Olympic 
team. 

Certainly no one watch¬ 
ing Tuesday night would have 
guessed that as he captured 
bronze in the men’s high jump, 
Canada’s first track and field 
medal at the London Olympics 
and its first in the event since 
Greg Joy’s silver at the 1976 
Montreal Games. 

“That was the amazing 
thing,” said his coach Joel Skin¬ 
ner, a high school teacher in 
Sarnia. “He struggled with it, 
got over it, was determined, 
came back from it. He has come 
back from this lisfranc fracture

to win an Olympic medal and 
a lot of people need to know 
about that because it’s just an 
amazing feat.” 

Drouin finished in a three- 
way tie with Britain’s Robert 
Grabarz and Qatar’s Mutaz 
Essa Barshim. All three cleared 
2.29 metres without any misses 
then missed three attempts at 
2.33 metres. 

Ivan Ukhov of Russia won 
the gold with a jump of 2.38 
metres while American Erik 
Kynard took silver with 2.33. 

Mike Mason of Nanoose 
Bay, B.C., was eighth with 2.29, 
narrowly missing on one of his 
attempts at 2.33 metres that 
would have put him in the 
medals. 

Drouin suffered the injury 
in March 2011 when he plant¬ 
ed his right takeoff foot an odd 
way. The mid-foot injuiy results 
when the metatarsal bones are 
displaced. 

“My doctor made it very 
clear that if I was going to qual¬ 
ify (for London) it was going to 
be veiy, very tight. The rehab 
was extensive, it was very 
long,” Drouin said. 

It was a remarkable turn of 
events for an athlete so young 
competing on sport’s biggest 
stage. The London Olympics 
represented Drouin’s first na¬ 
tional senior team appearance. 
The largest crowd he’d ever 
jumped in front of before the 
Olympics was at Penn Relays 
one year when Jamaican super- 
star Usain Bolt was racing. 

But the young jumper 
wasn’t overwhelmed compet¬ 
ing before some 80,000 people 
Tuesday night. 


“He’s a rare one, he doesn’t 
get rattled by too much, he 
has great focus, and thinks of 
everything as just another track 
meet,” said Skinner. 

For the better part of two 
hours, he made sure his eyes 
didn’t stray up beyond the first 
couple of rows at Olympic sta¬ 
dium. Drouin looked at the 


high jump pit, and he looked 
up at his coach sitting a couple 
of rows up from track level, and 
not much else. 

“I do a good job of getting 
out there and not noticing 
everything,” he said. “I did not 
notice how big this stadium ac¬ 
tually was until I was doing my 
victory lap.” the Canadian press

Ilya Zakharov of Russia scored 
104.50 points on his last dive 
to win the three-metre spring¬ 
board at the London Olym¬ 
pics, spoiling China’s bid to 
sweep all eight diving events. 

Zakharov totalled 555.90 
points in the six-round final 
Tuesday night. Qin Kai of 
China took the lead into the 
last round, but he settled for 
silver at 541.75. 

He Chong, the defending 
champion and Qin’s team¬ 
mate, earned the bronze at 
524.15. 

Alexandre Despatie of 
Laval, Que., finished 11th in 
his final Olympics. 

“My objective this year 
was to compete at my fourth 
Olympics,” said the 27-year- 
old, who suffered a serious in¬ 
jury in training in June. “I had 
a lot of roadblocks on the way 
and I pushed myself to the 
limit to get there.

Russians reprove 
dominance in duet 

Natalia Ishchenko and Sve¬ 
tlana Romashina extended 
Russia’s domination of 
synchronized swimming 
with an Olympic gold 
medal in duet on Tuesday. 

The Russians improved 
on their free score from 
the prelims, finishing with 
a total of 197.100 points. 
They haven’t lost an Olym¬ 
pic synchro event since 
the 1996 Atlanta Games. 

The only real drama 
was for silver, which went 
to Spain’s Ona Carbonell 
and Andrea Fuentes with 
192.900 after a lively, 
Tango-themed routine 
that had the crowd at the 
Aquatics Centre clapping 
along nearly the whole 
way. 

China’s Huang Xue- 
chen and Liu Ou finished 
third with 192.870.

Herdman eager to 
turn team’s focus 
to match vs. France 

Canadian women’s soccer 
coach John Herdman says 
his players have to pick 
themselves up following their 
crushing Olympic semifinal 
loss to the United States. 

“These next days are going 
to be crucial,” Herdman said 
on a conference call Tuesday. 
“We can just minimize dis¬ 


tractions and be ready to get 
absolutely clear about achiev¬ 
ing the task and making the 
countiy proud by seeing that 
flag rise.” 

But the distractions con¬ 
tinued ahead of Thursday’s 
bronze-medal game with 
France as FIFA announced it is 
investigating comments made 
after Monday’s dramatic 4-3 
lost to the Americans. 

Canadian players, includ¬ 
ing captain Christine Sinclair, 
were critical of Norwegian 
referee Christiana Pedersen’s 
decisions. 


Sinclair, who scored all 
three of Canada’s goals, said 
moments after the final 
whistle that “the ref decided 
the result before the game 
started.” 

A spokesman for the Can¬ 
adian Soccer Association said 
the team will not comment 
on the investigation until FIFA 
makes a decision. 

Herdman said “I’m trying 
not to give it any power or 
attention at this point until 
it becomes something that 
affects the team, as in selec¬ 
tions.”

Whitfield bows 
out of race after 
crash on bike 


Triathlon. Former 
gold medallist fails to 
finish competition in 
what could be his last 
Olympic appearance 


Simon Whitfield intended 
to throw a final haymaker 
in his fourth Olympic tri¬ 
athlon. He didn’t get beyond 
cocking his fist. 

Within seconds of getting 
onto his bike, the 37-year- 
old crashed spectacularly 
in a freak accident Tuesday 
at the London Games and 
couldn’t continue. 

Whitfield watched Brit¬ 
ain’s Alistair Brownlee win 
gold from the medical tent 
while he received stitches 
in his toe and treatment for 
other assorted hurts. 

The Olympic champion of 
2000 and silver medallist of 
2008 may have been a medal 
longshot in London, but he’d 
invested heavily in one last 
go at the podium. 

Whitfield’s chin dropped 
to his chest while speaking 



of the time away from wife 
Jennie and their two young 
daughters Pippa Katherine 
and Evelyn. 

When he met with his 
family under the grand¬ 
stand, he said five-year-old 
Pippa Katherine had a bou¬ 
quet of maple leaves for him. 

“My breakdown moment 
was seeing my wife because I 
know how much Jennie puts 
into this and we’re a team 
and she’s put in so much 
sacrifice being at home a lot 


alone,” Whitfield said. “It 
was hard to see my daugh¬ 
ter upset, my wife upset 
and I was pretty upset. That 
means it means something 
doesn’t it?” 

Spaniard Javier Gomez 
earned silver and Brownlee’s 
younger brother Jonathan 
took bronze. It wasn’t a ban¬ 
ner day for the Canadian 
team. Kyle Jones of Oakville, 
Ont., was disappointed in his 
25th-place finish. Victoria’s 
Brent McMahon was 27th. 

Whitfield came out of 
the 1.5-kilometre swim in 
the Serpentine in 15th. He 
hadn’t even got his bare feet 
into his shoes when he lost 
control of his bike coming 
off a speed bump. 

His bike wheels skidding 
sideways, the front wheel 
of competitor Leonardo 
Chacun made contact with 
the back of Whitfield’s bike. 
The Costa Rican was dashed 
against the pavement while 
Whitfield careened towards 
the metal crowd barrier to 
his left, eventually falling 
as well with his bike cart¬ 
wheeling in front of him.

When you think “hybrid,” im¬ 
ages of green fields, fluffy white 
bunnies and the Toyota Prius 
likely dance around in your in 
head. The Prius has spent most 
of its life in a category of one, 
but a decade of success has also 
made it a sitting duck for com¬ 
panies such as Ford. 

But is the new 2013 C-MAX 
wagon a real Prius fighter 
where it counts, in terms of 
fuel consumption? Yes, if you 
compare it to the largest and 
least thrifty Prius v, that is. 
Put head-to-head against the 
Prius v, it has about the same 
interior room and quite a bit 
more power. 

The C-MAX arrives this 
fall as Ford’s first dedicated 


hybrid brand, although it’s 
based on the automaker’s 
compact Focus architecture 
and has the same distance 
between the front and rear 
wheels and overall length as 
that model. But the C-MAX 
is more than 10 centimetres 
wider and 15 centimetres tall¬ 
er, making it ideal for hauling 
people and their gear. 

At an anticipated $27,500, 
including destination charges 
(which is slightly less than the 
Prius v’s base starting price) 
the base C-MAX SE comes with 
dual-zone climate control, 17- 
inch alloy wheels and seven 
airbags. The SEL adds leather 
seats (heated in front), 10-way 
power driver’s seat, rain-sens¬ 
ing wipers and satellite radio. 
On the option list is a hands¬ 
free back-up parking assist and 
a power liftgate that opens and 
closes by shaking your foot be¬ 
neath the bumper. 

There should be no short¬ 
age of converts to the C-MAX 
Hybrid’s way of life, with its 
easy-on-the-eyes appearance, 
practical nature and easy-on- 
the-wallet fueling intervals.

Common Issues 


Numerous Sienna owners have 
reported problems with the 
power sliding doors, so avoid a 
model equipped with them if 
possible. These typically don’t 
last the life of the vehicle and 
will be expensive to repair if or 
when they fail. 

Check the paint for signs 
of chipping, scratching or 
rust. Some owners say they 
expected a tougher finish 
from their Sienna’s paint 
job. Check the dashboard for 
signs of cracking as well. 

On earlier models with 
the 3.3-litre engine, be sure to 
check for signs of oil smoke at 
startup or after a drive.
